"Challenging Columbus" 


Children on both sides of the Atlantic are taught that Christopher Columbus was a great hero and explorer who foresaw that the world 
was round. As the historical scene unfolds we see him as a man driven by his vision of unknown lands prepared to brave all kinds of 
climatic turmoil and navigate his ships beyond the restrictive boundaries of a world map. Overcoming hardship and dangers of all kinds 
he eventually landed in what we now call The Bahamas. This unexpected encounter with the Americas (North, Central, South America 
and the Caribbean) led to the coming together of the old world and the new world. 

Five Hundred years on Columbus is seen as an icon for the entrepreneurial spirit and his discovery of the America's represents the 
height of bold European endeavour. 

This account of Columbus's discovery significantly undermines the effect it had on the indigenous population in the Americas. The full 
story of the grim fate that befell the native populations of the Americas and Caribbean after the advent of Columbus should be told. 
After all it has been said that, 

'History aiming for a world view is history written not only by the winners as has been the rule, but also by the losers.' 

Our history books tell us that in 1492, Columbus set sail across the Atlantic ocean. He was mocked and ridiculed by those who held to 
the conventional wisdom of the day that anyone sailing out of sight of land would fall off. Undeterred by their remarks he sailed in 
search of new lands and the 12th October 1492 he arrived in the Americas. Landing in the Caribbean Columbus raised the Spanish flag 
and claimed the lands he 'discovered' for Spain. 

This became known as the 'discovery' of the Americas and marked the union of the New World and the Old World. 

In the years that proceeded his arrival large numbers of Spanish explorers and fellow Europeans began arriving in the Americas 
claiming different territories for their nation. As the story continues we see the new found land benefiting from the knowledge and 
skills imparted to them by their enterprising' European immigrants who brought Civilisation, Christianity and progress to the 
indigenous population. 

This is a rather generalised interpretation which demonstrates the manufactured but widely accepted view of Columbus's 'discovery'. 
However in its emphasis this account conveniently manages to evade the fundamental consequences his 'discovery' had on the original 
inhabitants of the Americas. By addressing a more complete analogy of the so-called discovery of the Americas we find that Columbus 
did not discover the Americas as it was already populated by many major Amer-lndian societies. Recent estimates suggest that there 
were approximately 100 million people already living there before he arrived. These include the Taino's and the Caribbs, the Incas, the 
Aztecs, etc., people who had names, cultures and history. The Islands and Lands they inhabited had perfectly acceptable names. Yet, 
Columbus not satisfied with merely taking possession of the Lands took it upon himself to rename many of the islands. 

More recently, archaeologists have come across evidence to suggest that the Mandingoes and Songhany Empires and possible other 
Africans, crossed the Atlantic Ocean to carry on trade with the American Indians well before the era of Columbus. 

The Invasion of Columbus and those who followed also led to what can only be called the genocide of millions of Amer-Indians. They 
were killed by their gold hungry conquistadores or died from ill-treatment and disease. Many were drive from their homeland and were 
left to die in unwanted regions where their lack of familiarity with the land caused many to die of starvation. Figures which have been 
produced by the '500 Years of Resistance Campaign' reveal that in 1492, the population of the Americas numbered 110 million but 
hundred years later it had been reduced to 20 million. It seems a matter of historical irony that today they call this the 'Triumph of 
Civilisation over Savagery'. 

People should also be aware that one of the direct consequences of Columbus advent of the Americas was Slavery, first for the Indians 
but eventually for the millions of Africans who were abducted and enslaved over a period of three hundred years. With millions of 
Amer-Indians dying each year the Spanish government hit upon the idea of importing 'Robust Negroes from the populous Africa. This 
marked the beginning of transatlantic slavery which brought millions of Africans to work on plantations throughout the Americas and 
the Caribbean. This laid the foundations of racism and the subsequent socio-economic inequalities which still deny the descents of 
those that were enslaved until this very day. 

The accession of the Europeans also led to the destruction of Indian cities that had been built by the Aztecs and the Incas in Central 
America. It also meant the plunder of the continent's gold, silver and mineral resources. This resulted in an enormous accumulation of 
capital by the Europeans, which fuelled the industrial revolution and created an economic imbalance that gave developed countries an 
almost irreversible economic advantage over the developing countries and laid the foundations of Europe's world supremacy. 

In conclusion it is fair to say that the interpretation of Discovery of the Americans by Christopher Columbus told by many historians 
has managed to omit the profound impact his discovery has had upon the inhabitants of two major Continents Africa and the Americas. 
It is clear that in overlooking this, I feel their work should now be- taken off the library shelves entitled history and placed upon the 
shelves entitled historical myths and those still living should be reminded that, 

'The story of a conquest as told by the conquerors always obscures the truth.' 

Accounts of the discovery of Christopher Columbus should never neglect the nightmare that befell millions of people and their 
descendants, people of once proud empires and civilisations, whose descendants later found themselves at the bottom of the Worlds 
Economic strata.

1 - The Equalities team work on the development, co-ordination, implementation and 
monitoring of council policies on race, women’s, gay and lesbian and disabilities issues. It 
also incorporates the marketing and research functions of the Unit and the brailling service. 

2. The Community Development Team^s work covers the development of

Learning from the Past - Educating the Future

Southwark Black Heritage Organisation (SBHO) is now the offidal 
organisation responsible for promoting and sustaining Black cultural 
heritage, including the organising of the annual Black History Month 
Opening and Closing event and promoting BHM events in the borough. 
Therefore, on behalf of SBHO board of trustees, I would like to enjoin the 
whole community (African, Caribbean, Asian, White, etc) to support this 
organisation in realising its objective of promoting and sustaining sodal- 
cultural cohesion in the community.

When did you decide 
you wanted to be a writer? 

In my mid 20s I was working 
as a computer programmer 
at the time. I had been writing 
stories and poems for my own 
amusement since I was seven or 
eight but it never occurred to me 
to try and write for publication 
until I was in my mid 20s. 

What were/ 

are your inspirations? 

Each and every good book 
I read and people like Alice 
Walker, Toni Morrison, 
Muhammad Ali, Martin Luther 
King, Nelson Mandela, Dorothy 
Dandridge, Pearl Bailey, the list 
goes on. The main thing that 
inspired me to write children's 
books was the lack of books 
featuring black and minority 
ethnic children when I was a 
child and well into my adulthood. 
In fact, we still need more. 

What one book do you 
wish that you had written? 

There are a number of books 
that I’d love to have written but 
then I wouldn’t have had the joy 
of coming to them fresh, not 
knowing anything about them. 


Has there been any particuiar 
praise or criticism that has 
stuck with you? 

The praise I most appreciate 
is when children and young 
adults write to me or tell me 
that they didn’t enjoy reading 
until they read one of my books 
and now they are avid readers. 
That makes it all worthwhile. 

What advice do you have for 
someone who wouid iike to 
become a pubiished writer? 

Read. Write from the heart. 

Don’t give up. 

What does Biack History 
Month mean to you? 

Though I long for the day when 
we don’t need a Black History 
Month because black history is 
taught as an integral part of the 
history national curriculum, in the 
meantime Black History Month 
is important to me because it 
means that all of our children 
won't live in ignorance of the 
achievements of black and 
minority ethnic people throughout 
history. I didn’t learn about 
any historical black scientists, 
inventors, pioneers, classical 
composers, authors etc until I was 
in my 20s. As far as I'm concerned 
that was too long to wait.

When did you decide 
you wanted to be a writer? 

When I was younger I loved 
reading and used to spend 
hours doing so. I then read a set 
of stories called The Garden 



Gang by Jayne Fisher who was 
13 at the time she wrote and 
drew the books. I thought that 
if she could do it then I'd give it 
a try too. I wrote my first book 
at 13 and it was called There’s 
A Thin Line Between Love and 
Hate. It was never published but 
I would write a ehapter every 
night then pass it around to my 
school friends the next morning. 

I beoame a published author 
nearly 20 years later with The 
Cupid Effeet. 

What werelare your 
inspirations? 

For my story ideas? It’s hard to put 
down one thing as an inspiration 
because I’m always eavesdropping 
on conversations and reading 
things on the news and think that 
would make a fantastic story. I 
regularly file away snippets of 
things I’ve heard and seen for 
another time. In everyday life I 
find ordinary people inspirational, 
that’s why my stories are usually 
about everyday people who run 
into situations that test and change 
them. So many people do amazing 
things even when they are faced 
with adversity and sometimes 
just getting to the end of the day 
without anything awful happening 
can be incredibly difficult. So, I’m 
inspired by everyday people. 


Who wouid piay you 
in a Him of your iife? 

People often say Whoopi 
Goldberg would play me even 
though she’s older than me. 
Apparently we have similar 
personalities, although 
the people who say that have 
never met Whoopi. 

What advice do you have for 
someone who wouid iike to 
become a pubiished writer? 

Write. It sounds simple, but a lot 
of people spend too much time 
thinking they would like to write 
a book, or talking about writing a 
book, or wishing they could write 
a book but never actually do it. 
Also, keep going, even if you get 
lots of rejections, I had a lot of 
rejections; keep going if it’s what 
you really want to do. And finally, 
write what you love. Telling a story 
you love will be a comfort to you 
when the rejections come.

Andrea Stuart was born and raised in the Caribbean and US. Her first book, Showgirls, was adapted into a 
two-part documentary for the Discovery Channel and her second book. The Rose of Martinique: A Biography 
of Napoleon’s Josephine, won the Enid McLeod Literary Prize in 2004. Her third book. Sugar in the Blood, 
sees Andrea going back to 1630 to follow the thread of her own family’s involvement with the sugar trade 
through successive generations. The Independent said, “Stuart fashions a rich family memoir that also serves 
as a vivid history of Caribbean slavery, and a moving account of migration.” The Telegraph said, “In her new 
book... you can almost taste ‘the cloying scent of burnt sugar’ from her grandfather's plantation. With both 
slaves and whites popping up in her family tree, the taste is bittersweet.” 


When did you decide you wanted 
to be a writer? 

I don't think I ever actively decided 
to be a writer. But I was always a 
very passionate reader and this 
led to me sort of side stepping Into 
writing; first as a journalist, and then 
as an academic. Then I realised that 
I wanted to work on longer projects 
and I began to write full length books 

What were/are your inspirations? 

My literary Inspirations are really 
diverse. In truth, as a young person 
I read everything. My brother's 
cowboy books, comics, magazines. 

1 really loved whodunnits like Agatha 


Christie, and I raided my parents' very 
large library for anything that looked 
Interesting. As a result I got the chance 
to read all the classics: George Eliot, 
Trollope, and Russian writers like 
Dostoyevsky and Tolstoy. But It was 
when I began to seek out other black 
writers from Ralph Ellison to Toni 
Morrison that 1 really got a sense that 
this was something I could do. 

What inspired you to write Sugar 
in the Blood? 

I always wanted to write about my 
maternal family; largely thanks to 
my Uncle Trevor who was a real 
raconteur. He told me wonderful 


stories about my family's plantation 
background, replete with hilarious 
anecdotes about local characters 
and tragic, dramatic family members. 
But In the context of writing the book. 
It took me a long time to really Intuit 
what the wider story was; that Is, 
that my family was typical of millions 
of others who were shaped by the 
epic forces of sugar production, 
slavery and colonial settlement. 

Once I realised this, I knew how I 
wanted to proceed, that I wanted to 
Intertwine my family’s very Intimate, 
very particular narrative with the wider 
story of how the sugar trade evolved 
In the Americas.

Was it difficult to come to 
terms with the fact that you are 
descended both from slaves and 
from slave owners? 

Initially the realisation that my white 
planter ancestor had no compunction 
about enslaving his own offspring 
was shocking. But once I understand 
how warped the mores of the slave 
system were, I began to understood. 
Plantation life was a kind of intimate 
terrorism, where oppressor and 
oppressed lived cheek by jowl; where 
the exploitation of slave women was 
endemic and the children they bore 
were seen merely as an extension of 
the planters’ ‘human property’. 

I understood that my family’s story 
was shared by many, and that Atlantic 
slavery debased and corrupted slave 
owners as much as it did slaves. 

What book are you reading 
right now? 

Right now I am re-reading Moll 
Flanders, because I’m trying to write 
historical fiction. 


Who would play you in a film 
of your life? 

Angela Bassett. Though she is much 
more attractive! 

What one book do you wish that 
you had written? 

Beloved by Toni Morrison. 

Has there been any particular 
praise or criticism that has stuck 
with you? 

Like a lot of writers I tend to hold on 
to the negative stuff, but it is the really 
thoughtful reviews that I learn the 
most from, like one I received from 
the New York Review of Books. 

What advice do you have for 
someone who would like to 
become a published writer? 

I think anyone who wants to be a 
writer needs to be very determined. 

It is a hard world to crack. But never 
give up. And be patient. They say that 
it takes 10,000 hours to become an 
expert at something. So being a writer 
takes time. Also it is important to stay 
faithful to your vision. In the end only 
you know what is best for your book. 


Do you hear from your readers 
much? What kinds of things do 
they say? 

I do hear from readers and it is one 
of the blessings of a lonely job. In the 
main they are very kind and explain 
how much my books have moved 
and educated them. Their feedback 
is often really useful to me as a writer; 
providing a new perspective on my 
work and encouraging me to carry on. 

What does Black History Month 
mean to you? 

I am passionate about Black History 
Month but my goal is to make it 
obsolete. In most cases the topics 
we describe as black history are an 
intrinsic part of British history and we 
need to integrate them into the wider 
educational and cultural framework.

SOUTHWARK LIFE: When did you decide you wanted

AYSHAH: I went on a school trip to a newspaper when I was 15 
as part of my media studies GCSE. We had to come up with the 
stories for the front page. I sat down at the desk and realised 
how much fun I was having. And from that moment, I said to 
myself, I want to be a journalist. 


What advice do you have for someone who would 
like to become a iournalist?^^^^^^^^^^^B 


Firstly, get as much work experience as you can; you won’t 
know you like the job until you do it. Hospital and local radio 
and newspapers were how I started out. Secondly, be persistent 
and don’t give up; journalism is very competitive and loads of 
people want to do it. Don’t be put off by that, keep going for the 
job you truly want to do. 


What has been your funniest Newsround experience? 


I have so much fun on Newsround. Probably the funniest 
standout moment was filming with Chantico the spider monkey. 
She would not stop crawling over me when we were filming. 
And then when we stopped filming she pooped near my welly 
boots. She was an awesome guest. 


And what has been your most nerve-wracking 
television experience?"^^^^^^^^^^^^J 


I was doing a live bulletin from the Isle of Lewis for the eclipse 
and all the communication from the team back at the studio 
went down. It was a bit of a nightmare because the team tell me 
lots of important information in my ear while I’m on telly. Luckily 
we were able to get through the bulletin surprisingly well, but I 
did feel very nervous doing it. 


Who has inspired you? 


I’m inspired by the amazing journalists on our screens who tell 
us what’s going on in the world. One of my favourite journalists 
(I have many. I’ll name some of them later) is Matt Frei. I still 
vividly remember some of his powerful and brave storytelling 
in the aftermath of Hurricane Katrina, when he was describing 
how some people were left to fend for themselves and the lack 
of help they got from anyone. I admire so many people in the 
industry like Isha Sesay (CNN), Moira Stewart (BBC Radio 2), 
Clive Myrie (BBC News channel), Lindsey Hilsum (Channel 4) 
and Lyse Doucet (BBC). 


Who would play you In a film of your life? 


I’ve never been asked this question before. I’m going to say 
Gabrielle Union. She’s the star of Being Mary Jane and loads 
of other films too. She comes across as sassy, intelligent, brave 
and beautiful. If someone like her could play me, it would be a

Has there been any particular praise or criticism 
that has stuck 


I got praised for my work that I did on black children and their 
aspirations. It was a Newsround exclusive and we found in a 
survey that some black children didn’t think they could be what 
they wanted to be in the future because of the colour of their skin. 
Some of the people I interviewed like Alesha Dixon and space 
scientist Maggie Aderin-Pocock said it was a good issue to bring 
up and they were very happy I was doing the story. 


Do you hear from your viewers much? 
What kind of things do they^ay?^J 


It’s my favourite thing in the world to hear from our audience. 
They always have an opinion about what we do; sometimes 
good but sometimes bad. At least they’re honest. I get a couple 
of letters sent to my office, which I absolutely love. One girl said 
I was her inspiration and she wanted to be like me when she 
was older. That made me cry, it was so sweet. I keep all the 
letters that are sent to me. 


What book are you reading right now and do you 
have an aii time favourite 


I’m reading The Road to Memphis which is written by Mildred 
D. Taylor, the author of Roll of Thunder, Hear My Cry. It’s a good 
read so far and I love books set in America, because it’s my 
favourite place in the world. I think my all time favourite book 
has to be Noughts and Crosses by Malorie Blackman. The vivid 
characters and the fantastic storylines of the series kept me 
hooked. I think they should make it into a TV show one day; I’d 
love to see that.

Jean ‘Binta’ Breeze MBE is a Jamaican poet and mentor, whose varied life and colourful personality 
have shaped a voice that demands attention, whether speaking of poverty in developing countries, 
the Caribbean, music, family, or themes that chart the human experience. Her new poetry collection 
The Verandah Poems was published in March to mark her 60th birthday. Jean performed at the 
opening of Peckham Library in 2000 and came back to celebrate its ten year anniversary in 2010. 
We are very pleased to welcome Jean back to Southwark on 4 October 2016 where she will be 
performing at Canada Water Library, with fellow Caribbean writer Sharon Millar.

Poems. Can you tell us a bit about how your latest 


collection came about? 


Has there been any particular praise or criticism that 


JEAN: I got ill and decided to spend a year in Jamaica 
recuperating. When I got back to Jamaica I realised how 
much I’d missed my verandah. My bedroom opens out to the 
verandah, so first thing in the morning I sat out there with my 
cup of coffee. I spent most of the day sitting. It was sitting 
there that the poems came in my head and I started writing 
them down. And they are all true. It all happened just as it is 
in the book. 


BEmCSMliEESa 

Eddie Baugh at the University of the West Indies (UWI) Mona 
read my poem Dreamer and he said before that, he’d thought I 
had been a ‘one poem wonder’ (meaning The Mad Woman’s 
Poem). But when he read Dreamer he knew that I understood 
that poems were like dreams written on the sand. 

I always remember that. 


You’ve talked openly about your battle with mental 


health throughout your life; to what extent has this 


battle impacted on or informed your work? 


Who inspired you when you were growing up 


My mother (laughs). My mother taught me all the poems she 
had in her head. I learned them all, and recited them at church 
and at school. So ever since I could read and could talk, I have 
been reciting poems. I started writing my own at about age 11. 
One was called Post Mortem as I had started studying Latin at 
high school. 


The poetry let me know when I was well. When I was battling 
with the illness or having to go into hospital, or suffering through 
it for a couple of months at a time, I lost the ability to write and I 
lost the ability to read. So the writing of the poetry made me 
know I was getting better. ► 


Was there a particular moment when you knew that 


you would become a writer and performer? 


Not until a long way in, about 1978.1 had been reciting poems 
at political rallies in Jamaica right through the 1970s. At the end 
of the 1970s I went to drama school and met Dennis Scott and 
that’s when I seriously started trying to write what was in my 
head, with his guidance. When he left Jamaica, he sent me to 
Mervyn Morris who I showed my poems to and he helped me 
with the early work.

Could you tell us a bit about your work as a mental 


Do you have an all time favourite or favourites of 

health champion? 


your books? 



I have done lots of things. In Jamaica, The Mad Woman’s Poem 
became very popular. Young people were reciting it and it was 
on the radio a lot. It touched home in Jamaica. In England, 
mental health associations asked me to speak and asked me 
to read. When I went to live in Leicester, Lydia Towsey from the 
NHS made me a patron of what they were doing for mental 
health, especially in relation to young black men in England 
(Showcase Smoothie). I worked very closely with the NHS in 
Leicestershire and, based on my own mental health issues and 
what I understood, I was able to help the process in that 
community. I also became a patron of Soft Touch Arts and a 
few years ago, was an ambassador for Time To Change, which 
involved speaking to audiences and communities in Brixton 
and Birmingham. What was great was that Time To Change 
had so many people who had suffered mental ill health who 
were performing. So I wasn’t the only person on stage who had 
that history. For example, they had a band of singers and 
songwriters and musicians. They were so good that they 
deserved to be on any stage. 


I am very close to Riddim Ravings and Other Poems because 
that was the first time I satisfied myself with the quality of 
poems that I had written and it was a great debut in England. 
Later, when I got Third World Girl: Selected Poems I felt very 
close to it as it held all my treasures in the one book. The 
Verandah Poems was such a departure from anything I’d ever 
done, and right now it’s what I’d call my ‘wash belly book’! 


Do you have an all time favourite book written 


by someone else? 


Strategies by Dennis Scott. He speaks of so many things that 
are in my heart and that I never knew how to speak about. 


What advice do you have for someone who would 


like to become a published writer? 


Well, becoming a writer is a different thing to becoming a 
published writer because to be a published writer, you have to 
keep sending your work to people you want to be published by 
and hope you become lucky. I’d say bring yourself to public 
attention by performing as much as you can. 


Did receiving your MBE in 2012 for services to literature 


change anything, personally or professionally? 


What does Black History Month mean to you? 


My mother loved it and anyone who comes to her house has it 
shown to them. My family was really proud of me.

Sharon Tomlin is a Genealogist and family historian. 

Here we talk to Sharon about the work she does and the impact that 
genealogy has on Black African and Caribbean communities across the world. 


The work that Sharon does 
connects with hundreds of 
individuals from many nationalities 
across the world who are in search 
of their Caribbean roots. 


Sharon's work enables people to 
gain a better understanding of their 
personal history and this provides 
purpose and clarity to the lives of 
hundreds of people from the African 


and Caribbean communities. She 
also manages Routes Change, which 
is a professional research service 
that explores family history and 
genealogical research. 


Q: What does Black History Month 
mean to 


A: Black History Month is one of the 
few occasions that the African and 
Caribbean diaspora get the opportunity 
to publicly recognise what is known 
or hidden, and uncover our truths. It 
is an honour to work with the public to 
share information that contributes to the 
building of our identity. 


Q: Why did you decide to work in the | 
field of Caribbean genealogy and^J 
family history and when did you start? 


A: I was fortunate to have been part 
raised in Jamaica. At that time I was 
exposed to talented, confident members 
of the Caribbean community. When I 
returned as a teenager to the UK I felt 
overwhelmingly suppressed. Even at 
that young age, I felt strongly that Black 
History ought to have a meaningful 
place in our society as history shows 
that we have contributed to the world’s 
civilisation. 

I was introduced to genealogy by my 
cousin in 1995 and it was just a matter 
of time before I decided to focus my 
efforts on this field of research. It quickly 
became a passion to which I dedicated 
many hours to develop my own family 
tree, and I soon started helping others 
trace back their history and ancestors. 

I then started to volunteer with Family 
Search UK in 2003 - and I still do 
today. As a result I was able to connect 
with hundreds of individuals from all 
nationalities across the world in search 
of their Caribbean roots. 


Q: Are there any books that you can | 
recommend in relation to genealogy? 


A: From the perspective of Caribbean 
genealogy, I would recommend the 
following:

Q: What has been your most exciting 

discoveryT^^^^^^^^^^^^^I 


A: My most exciting, yet concerning 
discovery was regarding my paternal 
grandmother, Margaret Ford, who was 
of mixed heritage. She had claimed 
compensation for nine slaves that she 
“owned” in 1835. I made this discovery 
before it was aired on the programme 
‘Who Do You Think You Are?' 


Q: How is Caribbean genealogy 

ImportantT^^^^^^^^^^J 


A: It is important for people to explore 
and research their identity. Over the 
years I have found that our communities 
continue to have a deep interest in 
discovering and exploring more about 
their backgrounds, ancestry and family 
histories. 

The reactions generally involve 
mixed emotions that result in 
people developing new and healthy 
relationships with both their family and 
wider community, as they share these 
new discoveries. 


Q: Out of all the families you have 
traced, what is the size of the 
largest family? 


A: I supported an American family to 
trace their ancestors - it numbered 12 
children during the 19th century in one 
generation - all survived into adulthood. 


Q: What future work do you have 


A: I plan to develop the work I am 
doing for Routes Change and focus 
on our website development. I will also 
continue to support the community 
through workshops and public speaking 
engagements. 


Q: What is your favourite book and why? 


A: I love reading, and I have lots of 
favourites. I would recommend the book 
“Claude McKay" - a biography by Wayne 
F Cooper. It highlights the interesting yet 
varied life of Jamaican born poet and 
writer, Claude McKay, who sojourned in 
Europe and the United States.

Interview about the 

LEGENOfIRV Sni^ KlING 

Sam King MBE was one of 492 passengers whose 
transatlantic voyage on the ship Empire Windrush 
70 years ago in 1948 symbolised the earliest wave of 
post-war Caribbean migrant labour to Britain. 


He went on to become the first black Mayor of Southwark and paved the way for the Notting Hill 
Carnival -Britain's first multicultural street festival. We talk to his son. Reverend Michael King, and 
his grand-daughter Dione McDonald about his life and the rich legacy he has left behind.

Sam King can you tell us what you 
remember most abouThlmT^^H 


A: Michael: I remember most of all 
my father’s voice as a strong, calm, 
authoritative, caring voice that seemed 
an anchor in life’s storms. 

I remember his voice from childhood, 
telling stories, in my youth giving 
direction and then in adulthood giving 
support and advice. His voice is missed 
in person but still heard everyday in my 
heart and my head. 

Dione: Grandad was a man of 
conviction. He had clear principles upon 
which he based many of his beliefs 
and actions, and these principles were 
rooted and grounded in his Christian 
faith, which in turn informed his strong 
belief that ‘there is no ‘I’ but that he was 
‘a man of the people’. 


Q: What do you think Is Sam King’s 


A: Michael: In my opinion, the legacy 
he left behind is clearly outlined on the 
blue plaque outside the family home 
I grew up in as a child. He was an ex- 
RAF veteran of the Second World War, 
he’s one of the original passengers 
on the Empire Windrush, he’s the first 
black Mayor of Southwark, he has an 
MBE for community leadership and he 
is a Christian advocate. 

Amongst his many other accolades he 
was also a founding member of the West 
Indian ex-service association, recipient of 
Maundy Money, chair of the King’s Health 
Trust, numerous boards in education and 
housing, and a freeman of Southwark. He 
was also one of the founders of Notting 
Hill Carnival with Claudia Jones and also 
the first black newspaper in Britain - the 
West Indian Gazette. Sam King was a 


man of integrity who should be honoured 
for his genuine contribution to society 
regardless of race, age, creed and colour. 

Dione: For me he has taught us that if 
you are brave enough in the midst of 
adversity you can make a difference. He 
showed us we should accept that God 
created all of humanity equal and chose 
to serve our community on this premise. 

Also, the importance of engaging 
with the next generation in mind. This 
principle was certainly at the heart of 
his drive to establish the Windrush 
Foundation, and then naturally 
championing the documentation of 
the Windrush story to give everyone a 
fuller understanding of how Britain has 
become the country we all know today. 


Q: What does the Empire Windrush’s 
70th Anniversary mean to youand^ 
your family? 


A: Michael: It means to me that Dad 
has left a legacy for future generations. 
He along with Arthur Torrington created 
the Windrush Foundation. Today it’s a 
national institution of worldwide renown. 

The 70th anniversary means something 
of great pride, which was created by 
these brave pioneers, most of whom 
were ex-military. They were mainly 
Jamaicans who had responded to the 
call to rebuild the country after the 
devastation of WWII. 

Our family has a sense of pride for 
these heroes. From the days of signs 
saying ‘No blacks, no dogs, no Irish’ 
when renting rooms, to owning their 
own properties. It’s wonderful that 
their contribution to British society is 
recognised nationally and globally. 

Dione: For us it’s a celebration of an 
amazing generation who, despite the 
adversity, chose to care and serve 


all regardless of belief, position or 
background. It’s a celebration of a 
generation who still found a way to stay 
strong and hopeful, to forgive and love, 
to have compassion, laughter, dignity 
and strength. Thus, it is a celebration of 
all future generations who stand on their 
shoulders, making a difference in our 
communities locally and globally today. 


Q: Can you tell us if there were any 
particular books Sam King enjoyed 
reading and why? 


A: Michael: My father enjoyed reading 
‘The World at War’, which charted the 
course of WWI and WWII. The reason 
for his interest was because he was a 
veteran of WWII from Jamaica. 

He always said ‘if anyone who says 
they were not frightened under 
bombing is a liar.’ He also liked 
‘Ivanhoe’ and ‘Master of Ballantrae’ 
because they all exhibited chivalry, 
loyalty, fair play and the triumph of 
good over evil. 

Dione: The Bible because his Christian 
faith and his relationship with God were 
very important to him. It always brought 
him much joy to read the Bible to the 
family or to hear it being read.

Why did you choose to write for 


young people 11 years and above? 


Alex: It’s not easy as a UK Black man 
gaining a foothold in the adult literature 
world. In terms of profile, reviews, and 
recognition it can be extremely difficult. 
In 14 years writing adult fiction, I only 
received an invitation to a major literary 
festival once. I’ve always written about 
young people. You can change the 
thinking and mind-set of teenagers, 
with challenging narratives, more easily 
than with adults. 


In what way do you think your 
early life experience at Shirley Oaks 
Children’s Home has influenced 
your writing? 


Alex: My experience of Shirley Oaks is 
the major influence on all of my work. 

It taught me empathy. It taught me that 
there is a class below working class. 
And that class deserves its place in 
literature and a platform. Often this 
class is forgotten but I never will forget. 


The theme of Black History Month 
2019 is ‘A legacy of strength, a J 
future of hope’. Is there a historic | 
figure that embodies this for you? 


Alex: Reggae music transformed me, 
and my sense of value, so I have to go 
back to the legendary Bob Marley. His 
lyrics moved me immensely; shook my 


His second novel. East of Acre Lane 
(2001), has a similar setting, and won 
a London Arts Board New Writers 
Award. A prequel. Island Songs, set 
in Jamaica, was published in 2005, 
and a sequel. Dirty South, in 2008 and 
this year he was awarded an MBE for 
services to literature. 

In 2010, he wrote and toured the one- 
man autobiographical performance. 
Uprising. His play. Shame and 
Scandal, had its debut at the Albany 
Theatre, Deptford in October 2015. 

In 2016 Alex won the Guardian 
children’s fiction prize with his book 
Crongton Knights. 


BHM in the UK started in 1987. As J 
you were born in 1963 it would not J 
have been an influence on you as a | 
child. Are you able to comment on J 
what a difference it might have made 
to you growing up if it had been in J 
then? 


Alex: I was brought up in a harsh 
children’s home and at times racist 
attitudes were prevalent. So any 
representation of positive Black role 
models for me would have been greatly 
beneficial. I was raised to believe that 
Black people were inferior. 

I would have definitely valued myself 
higher and been more confident in my 
Black skin if there was anything in my 
world that showed Black people in a 
positive light. 


Alex Wheatle is the 
author of several novels, 
some of them set in 
Brixton, where he grew up. 


Born in London of Jamaican parents, 
his first book, Brixton Rock (1999), 
tells the story of a 16-year old boy of 
mixed race in 1980s Brixton. Brixton 
Rock was adapted for the stage 
and performed at the Young Vic in 
2010. Its sequel, Brenton Brown, was 
published in 2011.

Alex: Any progressive country that 
cares for its residents should have 
libraries in all its regions, especially 
the poorer communities.

The closure of 
libraries distresses me because it’s one 
of the most valuable resources in our 
communities. 


What is next on your writing 


Alex: I’m working on a slave rebellion 
story based on a real historical incident 
that is set in Jamaica. All I can say 
is that while writing it I found myself 
weeping.
